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EXPLANATION OF KEGULAK STATISTICAL TABLES. 



General imports, — The regular statement of imports of merchandise, by articles and countries, in this publi- 
cation is what is termed the statement of general imports, embracing imported articles entered for immediate 
consumption on arrival and articles entered for warehouse. 

The term "entry for consumption" is the technical name of the import entry made at the custom-house, and 
does not imply that the goods have been actually consumed, but simply that they have been delivered into the 
custody of the importer and that the duties on the dutiable portion have been paid. 

The values of articles imported are governed by the regulations in effect May 1, 1899, which prescribe that the 
values of imported merchandise subject to duty shall be "the actual market value or wholesale price of such mer- 
chandise as bought and sold in usual wholesale quantities at the time of exportation in the principal markets of 
the country from whence imported, and in the condition in which such merchandise is there bought for exporta- 
tion or consigned for sale, including the value of all cartons, cases, crates, boxes, sacks, and coverings of any 
kind, and all other costs, charges, and expenses incident to placing «the merchandise in condition ready for 
shipment." 

Domestic exports. — The regular statement of domestic exports, by articles and countries, in this publication 
exhibits the exports of domestic products or manufactures, also exports of commodities of foreign origin w^hich 
have been changed from th§ form in which they were imported or enhanced in value by further manufacture. 
The value of exports of domestic merchandise is their value at the time of exportation in the ports of the island 
whence they are exported. 

Tonnage tables. — In the tables of tonnage movement the tonnage is stated in net tons of 100 cubic feet 
carrying space after the prescribed allowances are made for crew space, engine space, etc. 

Weights. — In all tables published the ton weight is 2,240 pounds and the hundredweight is 112 pounds, unless 
indicated otherwise. 

Customs districts. — Statements of imports and exports are shown by customs districts, which have a certain 
prescribed limit of territory with a port of entry. 
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NOTES. 



The commercial reader will find much of interest in the within summary, as it shows the growth of trade in 
Porto Rieo faring' American military occupation, which period extended from July 28, 1898, to April 30, 
1900. The total value of imports of merchandise during this period was $15,905,893; the total value of exports 
$13,828,274, or within 12,077,619 of the total valne of imports. There was admitted free of duty $3,154,198 of 
merchandise, including relief supplies from the United States to the value of $551,104. Of the total value of 
merchandise imported, $6,184,340 worth was classified as articles of food and animals, and $5,653,987 worth as 
manufactured articles. 

In imports the port of San Juan leads with $7,264,982; Ponce ranks second with $5,306,596, and Mayaguez 
third with $1,839,792. In imports by countries the United States leads with $6, 681,213; Spain ranks second 
with $3,224,316, and the United Kingdom is third with $2,539,539; Germany is fourth with $1,758,434, and 
Canada fifth with $960,598. 

The principal articles of export were products of agriculture, and they amounted to $11,970,182, or 87 per 
cent of the total. 

In exports the port of Ponce leads with $5,787,266; San Juan takes second place with $3,409,282, and 
Mayaguez third with $1,741,560. In exports by countries the United States leads with $4,225,589; France 
comes second with $2,990,371; Cuba third with $2,097,943; Spain fourth with $1,424,057, and Italy fifth with 
$932,611. 

Turning to the United States, it will be seen that the trade of Porto Eico with the United States shows a 
steady increase in imports and exports. The annual average value of merchandise imported into Porto Eico 
from the United States during the years 1893 to 1896, both inclusive, was only $4,214,375. (See Bulletin No. 13, 
United States Department of Agriculture, section of Foreign Markets.) In September, 1898, the imports from 
the United States amounted only to $90,476, while during April, 1900, the last month of American military 
occupation, them was imported from the United States $495,494. The only month that exceeded these figures 
was the month of January, 1900, in which the imports from the United States reached $540,884. 

The exports from the island of Porto Rico to the United States during the month of September, 1898, 
amounted in value to only $7,755; while during April, 1900, they amounted in value to $579,386, being exceeded 
only by the month of April, 1899, when they amounted to $790*537. 

The trade conditions of the island of Porto Rieo with Spain are also worthy of close perusal while thd former 
was under American military occupation. As is well known, Spain, by her preferential tariff, formerly 
dominated the trade of the island. e The annual average value of merchandise imported into Porto Rico from 
Spain during the years 1893 to 1896, both inclusive* was $5,765,317. (See Bulletin No. 13, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, section of Foreign Markets.) Now all this is changed. A glance at the within summary will show 
that in the period above named the total imports from Spain amounted in value to only $3,224,316, as against 
$6,621,213 imports from the United States. - 

In exports the contrast is still more sharply shown, those to Spain amounting to only $1,424,057, as against 
$4,225,589 worth of merchandise exported to the United States during mid period. Since December, 1899, when 
the imports from Spain reached the highest figure, viz, $295,789, the imports to that country have gradually 
fallen off until in the month of April, 1900, they amounted to only $158,227. The same is true of exports, which 
reached their maximum mark in March, 1899, when they amounted to $141,263. Since that time they have 
gradually fallen to $71,182 in the month of April, 1900, the last month of American military occupation. During 
the months of August, 1899, December, 1899* and February, 1900, the exports to Spain fell below $18,000. 
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It would also appear that the trade of the United Kingdom has been diverted to a great extent to the United 
States. The imports from the former country into Porto Eico during the month of September, 1898, amounted 
to $11,995. The highest point reached was in the month of September, 1899, the imports for that month being 
$202,920. Since that period the imports have gradually fallen, until during the month of April, 1900, they 
amounted in value to only $72,197. The same is true as to exports, the highest point reached being in the month 
of November, 1898, when the value of merchandise exported from Porto Eico to the United Kingdom amounted 
to $7,428. Since that date they have gradually fallen, until in the last month of American military occupation 
they were only $2,177. Attention is specially invited to the fact that the annual average value of merchandise 
exported from Porto Eico to the United Kingdom during the years 1893 to 1896, both inclusive, amounted to 
$727,739 (see Bulletin No, 13 above mentioned), while the total exports to that country during tlje twenty-one 
months of American military occupation amounted in value to only $28,660. 

. The same result is seen in the trade of Porto Eico with Germany. The total imports from the latter country 
into the island amounted in September, 1898, to $69,968, the highest point reached being in the month of August, 

1899, when the imports from Germany rose in value to $115,370. Since that month they have materially decreased 
until in the month of April, 1900, the total imports from Germany were only $32,809. Similar conditions 
prevail in the exports from Porto Eico to Germany. In September, 1898, they amounted in value to $27,457, 
rising in April, 1899, to $144,515, and falling from that time forward to $1,346 in the month of April, 1900. 

In sharp contrast to the conditions of trade with Spain, the United Kingdom, and Germany is that shown 
between the island of Porto Eico and Cuba. The figures demonstrate that rapid strides have been made, particu- 
larly in the matter of exports from Porto Eico to Cuba. The imports into Porto Eico from Cuba in November, 
1898, amounted in value to $384. Since that time they have increased month after month, until in April, 1900, 
they amounted to $1,779. These figures, however, were exceeded in the months of January and February of 
the present year, being for the former month $2,267, and for the latter month $1,828. 

The figures relating to exports of merchandise from Porto Eico to Cuba are particularly important and 
interesting. In October, 1898, the exports amounted in value to $1,356, increasing in value month by month, 
until during the month of March, 1900, they reached, in round numbers, $283,189. During the month of April, 

1900, the total value of merchandise exported to Cuba was $80,830. 

It will thus be seen that while there has been a considerable falling off of the total trade of the island, yet 
in the face of these conditions the figures show that both the import and export trade during the period named 
has been diverted to a large extent from other countries to the United States. It was believed that the general 
trade conditions of the island, owing to the hurricane of August, 1898, would show a considerable falling off 
both of imports and exports. This has been the fact. 

The average normal import trade of the island from 1893 to 1896 was $17,729,629 (see Bulletin No. 13, 
United States Department of Agriculture, section of foreign markets), while the imports into the island during 
the calendar year 1899 fell to $9,805,916. 

The average normal export trade of the island during the years 1893 to 1896 was $16,609,141 (see Bulletin 
No. 13, United States Department of Agriculture, section of foreign markets). During the calendar year, 1899 
the export trade of the island fell to $10,156,541. 

Some idea as to the conditions following the hurricane may be formed from the following extracts taken 
from the report of the relief department of the board of charities of the island of Porto Eico: 

For many weeks following the hurricane there was almost complete lethargy of effort of the people to overcome the shock of 
disaster. As time passed they began to realize that all was not lost, and slowly but surely lethargy gave place to activity. 

The greatest amount of damage done was in the uplands. Here are located the coffee plantations. These plantations were 
ruined, and every banana plant on the island was destroyed. 

The coffee and sugar plantations were laid in waste and nothing was left the inhabitants upon which to live, 
and certainly nothing to export. The very facilities for a bare existence were lacking, and they were in no 
condition to attend to business of any sort. Thus the inevitable and natural result was complete stagnation in 
commerce. 

Opportunity was afforded the natives to bring themselves out of this disorder and distress, and the following 
year saw a considerable improvement in their import and export trade. 
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During the present year the trade of the island has shown an increase, particularly in her exports. The total 
trade of the island for the first four months of the present year was as follows: 

January imports, $964,407; January exports, $340,089; February imports, $576,000; February exports, 
$506,327; March imports, $1,085,633; March exports, $530,797; April imports, $851,406; April exports, $865,214. 

GERMAN MACHINERY IN PORTO RICO. 

Mr. Brainard H. Warner, jr., consul at Leipzig, Germany, under date of April, 1900, sa}^s: 

It may surprise some of our iron manufacturers to learn that among other articles, printing presses and machinery have been 
exported from this district to the island of Porto Rico during the past year. Printing presses and machinery of American manufacture 
are conceded to be the best in the world, and yet, through the agency of efficient and wide-awake salesmen, machinery manufactured 
in this district has been sold in quantities in the above-mentioned island. 

The machinery manufacturers of the United States should see that their products are brought to the attention and consideration 
of those who have need for such articles, even in a place where the market is somewhat limited, like Porto Rico. 

The successful introduction of one product of American make into a foreign section or new country facilitates the sale of other 
articles of the same origin. In this manner, the importation of American machinery into a new section would lead to the importation 
of American machine tools, and machine tools would lead to the importation of lubricating oils, lubricating oils to petroleum and fuel, 
and so on.
